Judge questions prosecution of man 
who threw sausage at dinner guest 


A HARLOW man accused of 
assaulting a dinner party guest with 
a sausage walked free from court on 
Monday after prosecutors heeded 
the advice of the judge and dropped 
the case. 

Ashly Brearey (22) was formally 
cleared of causing actual bodily harm to 
Candice Whybrow by throwing the 
sausage during a food fight at his 
Tithelands home. 

Chelmsford Crown Court had heard 
that Miss Whybrow, from Waltham 
Abbey, suffered retinal bleeding, struc-

tural damage to the back of her left eye 
and “significant” loss of central vision as 
a result of the incident in September 
2009. 

But despite her injuries, Judge 
Anthony Goldstaub told prosecutors that 
proceeding with the case could impact on 
the dignity of the court and urged the 
Crown Prosecution Service to reconsider 
whether it was right to continue. 

He said he was sorry the victim had 


been injured but felt the case was 
not a matter for the criminal court, 
questioning whether there was a 
realistic prospect of conviction 
and whether a trial would be 
in the public interest. 

“Apart from public inter¬ 
est in the matter, the 
defendant is of good char¬ 
acter and it is a question 
of whether a jury can be 
persuaded to consider a 
conviction,” he said.

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Knife victim died 
from single stab 


A HARLOW man accused of the 
cold-blooded killing of one man and 
the attempted murder of another has 
told a jury he was acting in self- 
defence. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard that Simon 
Payne (40), of Spencers Croft, killed Tony 
Farley (36) with a single stab wound before 
knifing Clive Edwards (47) three times in the 
chest at a flat in Pennymead Tower on June 5 
last year. 

Mr Farley was pronounced dead at the scene 
after suffering massive internal bleeding, but 
Mr Edwards survived despite having his right 
lung punctured by the blade. 

Both men had been drinking in the flat 
owned by Payne’s friend, Brian Howes, when 
the incident happened at around 2.30am. 

On the opening day of the trial, prosecutor 
Andrew Jackson described the fatal attack on 
Mr Farley as a “cold-blooded murder, almost 
an execution”. 

He said the defendant, who denies charges 
of murder and attempted murder, argued with 
the victims earlier the same evening and had 
returned to the flat armed with two knives and 
intent on killing both men. 

When Mr Farley opened the door, father-of- 
four Payne is alleged to have “viciously and 
brutally” stabbed him to death before turning

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his attention to Mr Edwards. 

“He had no time to react at all,” Mr 
Jackson told the court. “The defendant went 
straight for him and, as he intended with Mr 
Farley, so he intended with Mr Edwards and 
that was to kill him. 

“He started stabbing Mr Edwards. He 
stabbed him three times in the chest and one 
of those wounds caused a lot of damage. It 
was potentially life-threatening.” 

Mr Edwards, who lived in a ground floor 
flat in the same block, left a trail of blood as 
he went outside to get help. 

Giving evidence, Mr Edwards told the 
jury he had not known who Payne was and 
could not remember what they had argued 
about earlier in the evening. 

“Tony went to answer the door,” he told 
the court. “He came back into the front room 
with his arms out and looking down at his 
chest, sort of backwards. He remained on 
his feet for a while and then collapsed on the 
settee. 

“I just saw the man in front of me. I just 
sat there. The man didn’t say anything to me. 
I got stabbed. 

“I stood up, looked at myself. My shirt

Man cleared of sausage attack

“I want it to be seen by someone more senior. 
I have concerns on four points: public interest, 
the prospect of conviction, the dignity of the 
court and the prosecution process.” 

After a further review, CPS barrister 
Richard Stevens told the court there had been 
“unruly horseplay involving a number of peo¬ 
ple before the sausage came into the scene”. 


He went on to admit that apart from any 
legal matters, a jury would require consider¬ 
able persuasion into thinking it was a truly 
criminal act as opposed to something which 
got out of hand. The prosecution then offered 
no evidence againt Mr Brearey. 

Miss Whybrow’s barrister, Gary Ryan, had 
told the court it was possible she had been hit 
by a chicken drumstick and not a sausage. A 
piece of chicken was found lying on the floor. 


was all red with blood and I said to Tony I 
would go and get some help. He was making 
gurgling noises.” 

Taking the stand on Tuesday to give evi¬ 
dence in his defence, Payne said he had 
returned to the flat to pick up his telephone 
and a tobacco tin. 

He was armed with two knives but 
claimed he had only intended to use them in 
self-defence. He said Edwards had already 
attacked him during his earlier visit, punch¬ 
ing him eight times in the head. 

He told the jury: “Tony let me in. I said I 
wanted to talk to Brian. Tony got angry. It 
made me angry. He clobbered me, he gave 
me a right-hander - it landed on the side of 
my head. 

“I just fell backwards into the door. I 
pushed Tony. He had a weapon in his left 
hand, a knife. I just saw a flash of a knife and 
I reacted. I pushed him hard.” 

He said Mr Edwards then leapt off the 
sofa and swung a speaker stand at his head, 
a claim Mr Edwards refuted under cross- 
examination. 

“Clive came at me with the speaker stand. 
He was swinging it, trying to take my head 
off with it. I was trying to fend him off with 
the knife. I jabbed him two or three times, 
blindly jabbed. I just wanted him to back off 
and he did.” 

Payne, who had drunk six pints of beer in 
the Heart & Clubs pub in Maddox Road 
shortly before the incident, said he left the 
flat in shock and went to The Downs to visit 
his cousin, who was angry at being awoken. 

He then disposed of the knives in a waste 
bin “somewhere in town” before returning to 
his own flat in Spencers Croft where he was 
arrested by police who were watching the 
property. 

The trial continues.

Labour 

SIR r At Thursday’s council 
meeting there was no alternative 
from Labour to the 
Conservative’s 2011/12 budget. 
They spent the whole meeting 
railing against cuts but offered 
not one single idea. 

They even admitted they would 
cut Harlow’s spending as much 
as the Conservatives, while 
blaming the Government for the 
country’s economic woes. They 
want to solve our massive debt 
by borrowing more because 
there’s no money left. 

They still don’t get it. They are 
addicted to debt, like a 
shopaholic pinning hopes on a 
new credit card dropping 


through the door to borrow 
enough for this month’s 
payments on all the cards they 
already spent out. 

Even with bailiffs at the door 
they didn’t get it. In its death 
throes, the Labour government 
went around dishing out 
borrowed money in frantic 
efforts to bribe voters, even 
against Treasury advice. But this 
scorched earth plan fooled no- 
one. 

They make out it’s all someone 
else’s fault. They blame bankers, 
but Labour was running up this 
deficit long before banks went 
bust. They find it impossible to 
accept responsibility, they

They protest “If only we 
go on spending, everything will 
be alright”, but they cannot 
understand basic arithmetic - 
there is no money left.

Councillor Tony Hall

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Insist on a licenced cab 

SIR, I would like to take this opportunity to clarify 
matters regarding the licensing of taxis and private 
hire cabs in Harlow. 

There are cabs operating in the area which are not 
licenced by Harlow Council. As licenced taxis/ 
private hire vehicles, we have to pay many hundreds 
of pounds in licence fees, have CRB checks, a 
medical, a knowledge test, driving licence checks 
and can only use a designated MOT station. In 
addition, we can be pulled over at any time by a 
licensing officer of the council for a spotcheck on 
the vehicle and to take a random breathalyser and 
drugs test. 

These are, of course, necessities of the job but 
Harlow Council has no jurisdiction whatsoever over 
out-of-town cabs and I would like to make the 
public aware of that fact. If, for whatever reason, 
there were grounds for complaint against the driver, 
then Harlow Council can do absolutely nothing 
about it. 

If the cab has a dome or anything above the roof 
line then you can guarantee it is not licenced by 
Harlow Council and I would ask the public not to 
use them. They can also check the plate at the back 
of the vehicle or the badge of the driver to ensure it 
is a Harlow licenced cab. 

The whole idea of the licensing system is to protect 
the public of Harlow and I would urge them, when 
they phone for a taxi or private hire vehicle, to 
insist on a vehicle licensed by Harlow Council.

Two-tier education system 

SIR, The decision by Passmores School to become 
an Academy is an appalling act that will be a mortal 
blow to the idea of comprehensive, egalitarian, 
democratically controlled education for children in 
our town. 

The Academy scheme is designed to recreate a two- 
tier system of well funded, privileged education for 
a few. It is a modern reincarnation of the 
grammar/secondary modern divide. 

This notion of privilege was implicit in the original 
decision to move Passmores from its local 
community and break with its original purpose to 
provide egalitarian educational experiences for all 
children in its catchment area. 

At the time, governors and county councillors 
assured parents it would not become an Academy. 
That pledge has proven to be worthless. Huge 
amounts of public money have been invested in that 
school, investment that will now be taken for the 
private benefit of a few. 

Academies are removed from all local democratic 
accountability. Sponsors can appoint the majority of 
governors and are only required to appoint one staff 
and one parent governor. Furthermore, once the 
decision is taken to become an Academy the school 
cannot return to local authority control. 

Academies can take control of their own admissions 
policy and, therefore, can manipulate student intake. 
They can also ignore nationally agreed pay and 
conditions for staff. The current headteacher may 
claim he has no plans to do so but without 
democratic control over the school the community 
will not have the power to stop such a change in the 
future. 

The money made available for schools that opt to 
become Academies will also be taken from money 
the local authority holds centrally for support 
services. This central fund will be reduced 
accordingly. 

It is clear that if the Passmores School governors go 


ahead with their Academy plans the overall 
wellbeing of all students and the community will 
suffer in order to allow an undemocratic, 
unaccountable institution catering for the few to be 
created. This may be a vision of paradise for Tories 
but it is also a recipe for unfairness and division. 
Other schools must not follow this disgraceful 
course of action but stand up for fair and equal, 
democratically controlled inclusive education.

Best for school and pupils 

SIR, Graham Allen has missed the point (Letters, 
February 10). The reason why the governing body 
of Passmores School took the decision to become 
an Academy is that it is in the best interests of the 
school and the education of the children. 

There is no intention to create a two-tier education 
system in Harlow and there is no change to the 
admissions policy planned. All of the current 
teachers’ pay and conditions will be unaffected by 
the change in line with existing employment 
legislation and there is certainly no intention to 
replace them with less-qualified teachers. 

The governing body fully recognise the need to 
recruit and retain the best teachers and would do 
nothing that would jeopardise its ability to do so. 
Academy status provides the school with a direct 
funding structure and the flexibility to be more 
efficient in the buying-in of necessary services. So, 
yes, the headteacher is correct - there will be no 
direct impact upon the pupils as the school will 
continue to strive to provide an OFSTED rated 
‘outstanding’ education to the children of Harlow.

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MP backs UK 
defiance at 
court ruling 
on prisoners' 
right to vote

Virgin won't pull plua 
on wired TV network 


Halfon joined the majority 
who voted against giving 
prisoners the vote this week. 
Mr Halfon, who made four 
interventions during the 
debate in the House of 
Commons, also called for the 
UK to withdraw from the 
European Court of Human 
Rights after it threatened to 
fine the Government tens of 
millions of pounds if it failed 
to comply with the ruling. 
During the debate, Mr 
Halfon asked why judges 
sitting in Strasbourg were 
ordering Britain to give 
prisoners the right to vote. 
“Given that the European 
Convention of Human Rights 
was established after the 
Second World War to ensure 
the Nazi tragedy never 
happened again, was it really 
the case that the founders of 
the declaration really wanted 
Albert Speer and Rudolph 
Hess - two leading Nazis 
who served long jail 
sentences post war -to have 
the vote?” he asked. 

The court ruled that a blanket 
ban against prisoners voting 
was unlawful in 2005. In 
June of last year the Council 
of Europe, which enforces 
the court’s decrees, urged the 
coalition Government to 
rectify the situation. 

However, on Thursday MPs 
voted 234 to 22 against the 
motion which, although not 
binding, could put pressure 
on ministers to ignore the 
court’s decision. 

Speaking after the debate, Mr 
Halfon said: “For weeks now 
we have been told that the 
European Court of Human 
Rights will force the 
Government to give prisoners 
the vote as this is seen by the 
judges as a basic human 
right. 

“The good news is that 
Parliament will not take this 
lying down and has now 
fought back.”

A NEW online guide to 
the digital television 
switchover has been pub¬ 
lished by Harlow Council 
in a bid to reassure resi¬ 
dents concerned about the 
impact of the changes. 

With less than a month to go 
until analogue broadcasting is 
switched off in the Anglia region, 
the council has confirmed resi¬ 
dents connected to Harlow’s 
wired TV network will not be 
affected until all three of the 
regional transmitters serving 
Harlow are switched to digital. 

But as the authority continues 
its negotiations with network 
provider Virgin Media, it remains 
unclear whether households will 
be forced to pay for a TV upgrade 
before the final switchover of the 
London region in 2012. 

Council leader Andrew 
Johnson said this week: “Nego¬ 
tiations are continuing with 
Virgin Media over the future of 
the wired TV system in the town. 

“I can, however, confirm that 
Virgin Media will not switch off 
any resident using the wired TV 
system while the analogue service 
remains available. 

“This means the wired TV sys¬ 
tem would continue until 2012 
when all transmitters for this area 
will be switched over to digital.” 


Freeview set-top boxes will not 
work through Harlow’s piped net¬ 
work, which was installed by the 
council in the 1970s after it 
banned the erection of TV aerials 
- a decision it has now promised 
to review. 

This means that unless Virgin 
Media agrees to offer a free serv¬ 
ice, residents will either have to 
pay for an aerial to be installed or 
subscribe to paid-for services 
such as Virgin or Sky. 

A Virgin spokeswoman con¬ 
firmed that customers using the 
piped network will not be affected 
by the national digital switchover 
in March and that discussions 
with the council were ongoing. 

She added: “We want to advise 
customers not to panic if they see 
captions on their TV reminding 
them of the switch. 

“These are for the benefit of 
people with different transmitters 
in the region and do not mean that 
residents should go out and buy 
equipment they don’t necessarily 
need.”

Slade hits replaced by 
the sounds of silence 


A MUSIC fan who blasted the hits of 
1970s glam rockers Slade from his Harlow 
flat at “deafening” volumes has had his 
music equipment confiscated after neigh¬ 
bours complained to Harlow Council. 

William Jordan (53) was heard playing the glam 
rock band’s 1971 hit “Coz I Luv U” so loudly that 
the sound could be heard across a neighbouring 
playing field. 

Three environment officers went to the address 
in Parsonage Leys following repeated complaints 
by neighbours over the noise levels. 

On arrival they heard Slade songs being played 
from Mr Jordan’s first-floor flat at a volume clear¬ 
ly audible outside. 

The music was so loud the officers had to knock 
on the door of the flat in between songs for Mr 
Jordan to be able to hear them. 

Obtaining a warrant on the grounds that Mr 
Jordan had breached an earlier abatement notice, 
the team returned to remove the stereo equipment. 

Mr Jordan later admitted breaching the order 
before Harlow Magistrates Court and was fined 
£100 with £200 costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 

The council was also granted a forfeiture order 
which allows the authority to dispose of the music 
equipment. 

Councillor Tony Hall, chairman of Harlow 
Council’s environment policy working group, said:

Council leader 'baffled' 
by empty shops report 


NEW research suggesting Harlow has 
the second highest rate of empty shop 
units in the east of England has been dis¬ 
missed as inaccurate by council chiefs. 

According to the end-of-year vacancy 
report compiled by the Local Data 
Company for 2010, Harlow has seen a 
five per cent rise in vacancies since last 
year, climbing from 19.75 per cent at the 
end of 2009 to 24.8 per cent by the end 
of December. 

The document claims one in every 
four shops in Harlow is empty, with only 
Dunstable worse off with an overall 
vacancy rate of 26.5 per cent. 

Glenys Chatterly, chairwoman of the 
Mid and North West Essex branch of the 
Federation of Small Businesses, descri¬ 
bed the report’s findings as “very wor¬ 
rying”. 

She added: “We need to make sure the 
retail offer in Harlow is the right one for 
the area so that shoppers find it attractive 
which in turn means that retailers will 
thrive and want to be part of the Harlow 
shopping experience.” 

But Harlow Council leader Andrew 
Johnson said the figures were inaccu¬ 
rate. 

“We are baffled by how the Local 
Data Company has arrived at these fig¬ 


ures,” he told the Star. “They are neither 
accurate, nor do they reflect the trend of 
investment in Harlow. 

“As the FSB itself acknowledges, 
Harlow Council is working hard to 
attract businesses to the region. 

“In the longer term there are ambi¬ 
tious plans to redevelop the north of the 
town, but in the short term the arrival of 
upmarket brands like H&M shows that 
retailers do recognise the value of invest¬ 
ing here. 

“Large parts of the town are thriving, 
and that is obvious to anyone who vis¬ 
its.” 

Harvey Centre manager Bryan Young 
agreed, claiming the vacancy rate given 
in the report was much lower in reality. 

“The Harvey Centre has been per¬ 
forming particularly well over the past 
six months, with one new shop opening 
on average every month,” he said. 

“There are 162 shops and kiosks that 
fall within the Harvey Centre’s owner¬ 
ship, including those in Little Walk, West 
Gate, East Gate, Broad Walk and Harvey 
Centre Approach. Of these, just 26 
remain unlet. 

“This gives a vacancy rate of 16 per 
cent, far lower than that suggested by the 
Local Data Company.”

HARLOW Council’s first Conser¬ 
vative budget under a Tory-led 
Government has been branded a 
“needless attack” on the town by 
opposition councillors. 

Slated for being “unfair and unnecessary” 
by Labour members and criticised by Liberal 
Democrats, the cost-cutting proposals were 
pushed through at a fiery meeting of the full 
council on Thursday 

The spending blueprint - which includes a 
freeze on council tax, the closure of public 
toilets, above-inflation rent rises for council 
tenants and 22 redundancies - will save the 
cash-strapped authority £2.1m over the next 
financial year. 

But Labour councillors claimed the cuts 
went too deep, blasting the Government for 
slashing the council’s revenue support grant 
by 25 per cent over the next two years. 

Cheered on by placard-bearing members 
of political pressure group Harlow Against 
The Cuts sitting in the public gallery follow¬ 
ing an earlier protest outside the Civic 
Centre, Labour group leader Mark Wilkinson 
laid into the town’s third Conservative budg¬ 
et. 

“These cuts are unfair and unnecessary,” 
he said. “Harlow has received the lowest 
grant settlement in Essex and yet we are one 
of the most deprived towns. 

“This has led to the Tory administration 
making cuts to important frontline services 
like public toilets and environmental health, 
hiking up car park fees and council tenants’ 
rents and making hard-working staff redun¬ 
dant. 

“This is just the start. What have we got 
coming next year?” 

Yet despite his group’s stinging criticism 
of the administration's spending plans, Cllr 
Wilkinson said Labour members had agreed 
not to put forward an amended budget as 
they could not justify the scale of cutbacks 
being proposed by the Tories. 

This drew a fierce rebuke from council 
leader Andrew Johnson who described it as a

“disgraceful misrepresentation of Labour 
voters.” 

Liberal Democrat group leader Chris 
Millington told the meeting his group had 
attempted to put forward an amended budget 
seeking savings through the renegotiation of 
senior council officers’ salaries but had been 
refused on legal grounds. 

“It seems perfectly OK to increase salaries 
but almost impossible to move things the 
other way,” he said. “It’s crazy that chief 
executives can earn a similar amount to the 
Prime Minister.” 

He added: “I also have a number of other 
concerns about this budget, particularly 
around the closure of public toilets, which 
will have a huge impact on the elderly, vul¬ 
nerable and disabled.” 

But responding to his critics, Councillor 
Johnson put up a stubborn defence of his 
group’s spending plans, blaming the necessi¬ 
ty for cuts on what he dubbed “Gordon 
Brown’s recession”. 

“If Labour were really so concerned about 
the effect of our spending plans on Harlow 
residents they would have moved an alterna¬ 
tive budget,” he said. 

“The fact is that this is a very, very good 
budget for Harlow residents considering the 
disastrous financial situation the country was 
left in by the previous Labour Government. 

“Despite cuts to our grants settlement, we 
have managed to protect popular discre¬ 
tionary services like The Playhouse and Pets’ 
Comer while freezing council tax for the sec¬ 
ond year running. 

“We care about this town and we want to 
do the best for its residents.”

ELEANOR PATMORE talks to Harlow College principal Colin Hindmarct 



COLIN HINDMARCH: “I take a personal interest in every single student. 
It’s my fault if a student is failing, I can’t blame anyone else” 


A S a devoted grandfather 
who just happens to be 
principal of Harlow 
College, Colin Hindmarch has 
more than a paternal interest 
in his grandson Harry’s edu¬ 
cation. 

At 11-years-old, Harry is still a few 
years away from sitting his GCSEs. 
But when that day arrives Mr 
Hindmarch is confident that when it 
comes to choosing where to continue 
his studies, there will only be one real 
option. 

And if Harlow College - once 
threatened with special measures - 
continues its upward trajectory, there 
is a very good chance that Harry will 
be enrolling alongside the increasing 
number of students from outside the 
town who are choosing to attend the 
campus. 

“By the time my grandson leaves 
school I want the only clear choice to 
be for him to come here,” said Mr 
Hindmarch, who lives in Bishop’s 
Stortford. “By then we have to be 
delivering the best results - better 
than Bishop’s Stortford College - and 
we are closing in on them. He is only 
11 so we’ve got time.” 

A recent Ofsted report concluded that 
Harlow College was “good with 
outstanding features”, while 2010’s 
overall success rate of 80 per cent 
puts it in the top two per cent of the 
238 further education college in the 
country. For value-added, it ranks 
second nationally. 

It is a far cry from the furore that 
followed Mr Hindmarch’s arrival at 
the college in 2007 when he 
introduced a controversial new 
teaching and learning strategy. 

In the months following his 
appointment, all the teaching staff 
were re-interviewed for their jobs, 
with more than 100 of the 179 tutors 
taking redundancy or being made 
redundant. 

“There will always be people who 
want to blame the students rather than 
accept responsibility themselves, but 
wherever I’ve encountered that in the 
past it’s always been a minority,” he 
said. 

“Here there was a widespread opinion 
that basically the students weren’t up 
to it but in fact the reverse is true. 

The results speak for themselves.” 

Mr Hindmarch said he could never 
have envisaged the backlash that his 
vision for the college would create, 
resulting in strikes, a legal dispute 
with the University and College 
Union, an employment tribunal and 
clashes with former Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell, who at the time was 
minister for further and higher 
education. 

“It’s extremely difficult when the 
local MP believes that you’re wrong 
and taking the college backwards and 
not forward,” he said. “There were a 
number of dark moments but there 


was no point at which I seriously 
considered walking away. 

“If I had done that then I would have 
left the organisation worse off then 
when I started and ultimately I would 
have been damaging the future of 
those students at the college.” 

A number of new learning strategies 
can be credited for the college’s 
success. As well as introducing new

systems to track students’ progress, 
Mr Hindmarch has introduced a 
radical new approach to teaching 
where the tutors set daily objectives 
that must be met before students are 
allowed to go home. 

“People often think that if you go to 
college then the staff have relatively 
little interest in individuals, but I’ve 
never been anywhere that is so 
intensely focused and supportive of 
students,” he said. 

“Every day every student is being 
monitored for progress and if they are 
not achieving then I want to know 
why. I expect my staff to be able to 
answer any question I throw at them 
about their students without referring 
to their notes. No-one is allowed to 
fall behind.” 


Mr Hindmarch has always been 
highly motivated and it is his 
unshakeable sense of confidence and 
determination that drives him. 

In his early 20s he learned Gujarati 
before leaving his job - against the 
advice of his boss - and selling his 
car to travel to India to pursue the 
love of his life. 

He said he fell in love with his wife 
Kunjan at first sight and had to 
persuade her entire family to allow 
him to marry her. They have now 
been married for 34 years and have 
two grown-up daughters - Meena 
(33), a paediatrician, and Sonali (31), 
an ITN broadcast journalist. 

They chose to make Bishop’s 
Stortford their home when Mr 
Hindmarch took up the post at 
Harlow and he has been following 
that town’s current super-school 
debate with interest. He certainly has 
personal experience of the 
controversy that can be whipped up 
when not everyone agrees with your 
vision. 

The key, according to Mr Hindmarch, 
is keeping the best interests of 
students at the very heart of 
everything you do. It is this that 
helped him weather the storm of 
protest to his own grand plans for 
change - and has made Harlow 
College’s change of fortunes all the 
more sweeter. 

“I take a personal interest in every 
single student. It’s my fault if a 
student is failing, I can’t blame 
anyone else,” he said. 

“It’s been bleak at times and, yes, I 
would have much preferred to get to 
this point with peace and harmony 
than go through all that difficulty. 
When a large number of people say 
very publicly you’re wrong then it’s 
nice to say I wasn’t.”

COUPLE of weeks ago we 
^ asked Nostalgia readers if they 
had any memories of a local 
character called Charlie Haddock or, 
as he was more commonly known, 
the Harlow Hermit. 

The response was overwhelming - the 
biggest we have ever had about an item 
featured in Nostalgia. 

Many wrote in to tell us about their 
memories or to correct discrepancies in 
our originally reported story about his life 
living in a cave lined with £5 notes by the 
side of the railway tracks. 

We decided it would be best to share 
snippets from everyone’s stories and let 
our readers make up their own minds 
about the whole extraordinary tale. 

“My sister and I would call in and see him 
in the summer holidays as our mother 
kept chickens and we would take him 
some eggs and he gave us two shillings 
and sixpence each. Sometimes we would 
go in the hut but it was a bit smelly.”

“I worked at St Margaret’s Hospital where 
he was a patient. He used to tell us about 
his time in Texas living with the Indians 
and drilling for oil. When he died he left 
£8,000 - but who to?”

After it caught 
fire he moved to Robarts farm in 
Lower Sheering in a caravan which 
was parked under a barn.”

I was 
8-10 years old when I got to know him 
better and he taught us how to make 
catapults and skin rabbits.”

Wire-walking daredevil 
is on top of the world! 


A WACKY tightrope 
walker has set a 
new world record by 
completing his 
latest stunt on a 
cable car wire 
suspended nearly 
two miles above the 
ground! 

Daredevil Freddy Nock (46) 
did not even use a harness or 
safety nets during the gravity- 
defying walk near the Swiss 
mountain resort of St Moritz. 
Using only a balancing stick,

HARLOW’S attempts to become a 
tourist hotspot for art lovers have 
been boosted by the launch of a 
new map and website signposting 
the town’s impressive collection of 
public sculptures. 

The pocket-sized sculpture map - a 
joint venture between Friends of 
Harlow Sculpture Collection, Harlow 
Art Trust, Harlow Council and Harlow 
Renaissance - has been designed to 
be a handy companion for visitors 
setting off on their own tour of the 
town’s treasures.

Jackie Storey, chair of the Friends of 
Harlow Sculpture Collection, told the 
Star: “The map and website are the 
final pieces of the jigsaw as far as 
Harlow Sculpture Town is concerned. 
Both are fantastic resources for people 
keen to find out more about our 
exceptional collection of public 
sculpture. 

“Sculpture has always been part of the 
heart and soul of Harlow and always 


will be. 

“It has become part of everyday life for 
people living in Harlow and residents 
rightly feel proud and protective of the 
work on display in their town. 

“We were the first town to take public 
sculpture out of the art gallery and into 
the open air and we’re still doing it 
today.” 

She added: “The town is often unfairly 
knocked by those not living here. 
Hopefully the map and website will go 


some way towards changing 
perceptions of Harlow and 
encouraging more people to visit.”

But you won’t 
find it in Simon Pegg and Nick 
Frost’s fantastical road movie. 

In the same way that Shaun Of The 
Dead gleefully gnawed the funny 
bone of the zombie horror genre and 
Hot Fuzz took aim at the countryside 
cop drama, Paul impishly probes 
feelgood sci-fi adventure ET: The 
Extra- Terrestrial. 

Spielberg’s earthbound alien was a 
cute and cuddly creature who just 
wanted to phone home, but he bears 
little resemblance to Pegg and Frost’s 
little grey man. 

Their otherworldly visitor smokes 
pot, glugs beer and exposes his 
backside through the windscreen of 
a Winnebago. He can also turn 
himself invisible as a camouflage 
defence mechanism and magically 
re-animate the dead, providing the 
film with one of its funniest 
sequences. 

Director Greg Mottola’s adventure 
opens in 1947 Wyoming with a 
spacecraft crash-landing on top of a 
red setter called Paul. Flashing 
forward to present day San Diego, 
best friends Graeme Willy (Pegg) and 
Clive Gollings (Frost) wander 
dumbstruck around the comic book 
and popular arts convention, Comic- 
Con. 

There they meet famous sci-fi author 
Adam Shadowchild (Jeffrey Tambor) 
before embarking on a road trip 
across America, stopping at locations 
associated with alien contact 
including Area 51, the Extraterrestrial 
Highway and the Black Mailbox. 

En route, Graeme and Clive 
encounter Paul (voiced by Seth 
Rogen), a potty-mouthed alien who 
is stranded on Earth and is being 
hunted by mysterious special agent 
Zoil (Jason Bateman). 

The pals agree to help Paul return 
home, abducting Ruth (Kristen 
Wiig), the one-eyed daughter of 
Bible-bashing trailer park owner 
Father Moses (John Carroll Lynch), 
along the way. 

Meanwhile, Zoil recruits two 
bungling FBI agents Haggard (Bill 



Hader) and O’Reilly (Joe Lo Truglio), 
to apprehend Graeme and Clive. 
British audiences love the double-act 
of Pegg and Frost. Their natural 
chemistry and sharp comic timing 
compels us to back Graeme and 
Clive as they risk life, limb and an 
expensive replica sword to deliver 
their otherworldly buddy to his 
mothership. 


Wiig is adorable as the visually 
impaired love interest and Rogen 
brings a roguish charm to his titular 
hero, becoming mock-serious when 
he imparts the secret of the universe. 
Next to Shaun Of The Dead and Hot 
Fuzz, Paul does feel a little flat but 
Pegg and Frost paper over the cracks 
with nods and winks to classic 
fantasy and sci-fi films. In-jokes 


abound referencing the warehouse in 
Raiders Of The Lost Ark, Ripley’s 
battle cry from Aliens and an iconic 
mountain from another Spielberg 
favourite. 

Considering how many of the laughs 
in Paul come from other sources, 
perhaps a more apt title would have 
been Close Encounters Of The 
Second-Hand Kind.

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Topless BMW is a breath of fresh air

I F you’re going to be bold 
you can’t always be 
beautiful. And if there’s a 
company executive nodding at 
that statement it will be one 
from BMW. 

Certainly, the German firm 
hasn’t been afraid to push 
challenging designs in recent 
years. 

One such model that caused a 
stir was the previous 
generation 6 Series. Along with 
the 5 and 7 Series models from 
the same era, BMW’s desire to 
break away from the safe, 
conservative design language 
of old was evident from every 
angle. 

It proved to be a popular car on 
the world stage. And in 
convertible form the 
combination of interior space, 
drop-top practicality, BMW’s 
trademark driving dynamics 
and a small but impressive 
choice of engines did much to 
boost its appeal. 

Second time around and, while 
the car’s profile will be familiar 
to many, the exterior changes 
are just enough to soften the 
car’s once controversial nose 
and tail. The front now has 
shades of the latest 5 Series, 
while at the rear there’s a more 
conventional profile to the boot 
lid. 

Despite the changes, this 6 
Series remains a big, imposing 
car. That’s no bad thing in what 
is a hugely competitive, if

small, marketplace. If you want 
to make a statement, the 6 
Series Convertible is a good 
place to start 

And don’t forget that this car is 
one of only a few offering four 
seats. The rear chairs might be 
modest but, if you have 
children, it might be the 
difference between purchasing 
and going elsewhere. 

As before, another tempting 
feature of the 6 Series 
Convertible is its engine line¬ 
up. At launch it can be had 
with either a 4.4-litre turbo V8 
outputting 407 horsepower or a 
3.0-litre turbo motor with 320 
horsepower. These petrol units 
promise improved economy 
and emissions performance 
over their respective 
redecessors, while the 3.0-litre, 
640i-badged car boasts engine 
stop-start and other Efficient 
Dynamics features. 

It’s the 650i-badged V8 that’s 


going to grab all the headlines 
for now, though. Its flagship 
status will be embraced with 
open arms in the likes of North 
America - its biggest market - 
and the Middle East. As such, 
the car”s character is a 
combination of big car 
refinement and big engine 
performance. 

On paper that might sound like 
a compromise but in reality the 
650i is one of those rare beasts 
- a convertible offering the 
long-legged performance of a 
premium saloon and the pace 
of a high power sports coupe. 
And in reality that’s exactly 
what you get. Thanks to the V8 
engine’s elastic power delivery 
and generous 4421b/ft torque 
rating, it’s rare that you need to 
bother the eight-speed auto 
gearbox. When you do, the 
paddleshifters are a pleasing 
tactile interface. 

Manual control or not, it’s the 


engine that dominates the 
overall experience and its hard- 
edged growl is never far away. 

If that’s not a surprise, the 
650i’s agility will be to some 
critics. In traditional Grand 
Touring style, the car is most at 
home on long straights and 
gently winding roads. But 
when asked, it will also deliver 
the goods on a more 
challenging better Tarmac 
suited to much smaller cars. 
This ability is enhanced by 
BMW’s suite of driver aids. 
With the firm’s Adaptive Drive 
package, the car’s suspension 
adapts to the changing 
conditions and is also charged 
with minimising body roll. An 
added dimension is the ability 
to manually select from a 
comfort, normal and two-stage 
sport setting. 

Integral Active Steering 
further improves the car’s 
agility by boosting steering 


assistance up front and adding 
a subtle rear-steer effect at the 
back. 

Overall, this hi-tech approach 
to driver entertainment works 
well. With all those modes at 
your disposal it’s possible to 
fine tune the car to a variety of 
situations in a bid to seek 
maximum comfort or driving 
enjoyment. 

At the end of the day, though, 
driving enjoyment in the 
context of a premium class 
convertible means one thing - 
roof down motoring. And with 
the wind deflector in place, the 
6 Series Convertible doesn’t 
disappoint. 

You might be in possession of a 
car with a well-appointed cabin 
complete with plenty of 
creature comforts but that’s all 
secondary when you’ve got the 
roof down and you can 
maintain a conversation at 
motorway speeds. 

No question, the 6 Series 
Convertible is a complex beast. 
Visually it’s not a car for shy 
retiring types but neither is it 
brash. It’s not an out-and-out 
sports car, either. Power, 
performance and ability never 
in question, but the overall 
package places more emphasis 
on making swift, refined 
progress than dislodging your 
fillings. 

For many around the world 
that will be an attractive 
compromise and job well done 
as far as BMW is concerned.

very happy to do this, especially for a man like 
that. They are a great family.” 

Cystinosis is a rare inherited disease with an 
incidence in developed countries of about one 
case in every 200,000 live births. 

Cystine is an amino acid. Cystinosis occurs 
when the mechanism which removes excess 
cystine breaks down. 

It then accumulates within body cells, pre¬ 
venting these cells from functioning correctly. 

This initially leads to kidney problems and 
progresses to other parts of the body, including 
the thyroid gland, eyes and liver. 

Currently there is no cure for Cystinosis. 
Chapman, a London Black Cab driver, was 
touched by the club’s decision to name the 
stand after Jack.

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Osagie upbeat despite 
losing UK national title 


ANDREW Osagie surrendered 
his 800m title at the Aviva UK 
Indoor Trials & Championships 
in Sheffield - but is adamant 
that will mean nothing come the 
summer. 

Osagie, from Harlow, had to 
settle for silver in the Steel City 
12 months after scooping his 
first national crown. Cardiff’s 
Joe Thomas topped the podium 
by the narrowest of margins in a 
stadium record time. 

The 22-year-old Harlow Athletic 
Club member clocked 1 minute 
47.96 seconds at the English 
Institute of Sport, with Thomas 
just beating him to the line to 
win by nine hundredths of a 
second. 

Thomas had built up a big lead, 
but a tremendous finish from 
the defending champ made it 
very close to call. 

Osagie was pleased with silver 
and believes it can help him 
earn selection as part of the 
Aviva GB&NI team for the 
World Championships in South 
Korea in August. 

“The outdoor season is my main 
focus and now I really want to 
make the British team for the 
World Championships - that is 
my main aim,” said Osagie, of 
Northbrooks. 

The highly-rated middle- 
distance runner will return to 
the track at this weekend’s 
Grand Prix in Birmingham, the 
latest in the Aviva Series viewed 
as a crucial stepping stone in his 


preparation for the 2012 
Olympics in London. 

“I have been out to Kenya to 
train recently and I have been 
doing a lot more speed work and 
I certainly think I’m getting 
quicker so I don’t see why I 
can’t go. 

“I will focus on Birmingham 
now before anything else and 
just try and improve on what I 
did in Sheffield there and doing 
that will be important. 

“It was great to get out and 
compete again. I am running 
well at the moment and I hope I 
can keep up the good work I 
have been doing." 

UKA head coach Charles van 
Commence will not call on 
Osagie for for next month's 
European Indoor 
Championships in Sheffield. 

Van Commence will not 
consider athletes who competed 
at October’s Commonwealth 
Games. Osagie reached the 
800m semi-finals in Delhi. 

“The Commonwealth Games 
was a good experience for me 
and the busy multi-sport events 
like that are great and will set 
me up perfectly in the future,” 
he added. 

“I believe I am heading in the 
right direction, but I need to 
keep improving if I am to hit my 
targets.”
